last, Tuesday by atto rn ey E. W. H ol­ 
lan d . 
The plalntilf is E. M. Sanford, 
th e hotel man, who su es Captain W. 
A. 
Nevills 
and 
his 
wife, 
Delia 
Frances for 820,000 for defam ation of 
character. 
The com plainant, lays the 
foundation for the a c tio n 
by saying 
th a t lie has 
conducted the 
Hotel 
Vichoria in Sonora fo r more than 
fo u r years, always iu 
a proper and 
respectable manner, 
a u d then pro­ 
ceeds with allegations, 
sh o rt but to 
th e point. 
Ho com plains 
that, on 
N ovem ber 30th ot 
la s t 
year 
Mrs 
N evills entered the ofltce and sitting 
room of the hotol aud iti t.ho presence 
of 'Thomas Donahue an d several other 
persons 
declared, 
addressing 
him 
(Sanford) that ire was n o t conducting 
a respectable h ostelry,but instead was 
ru n n in g it on tenderloin lines. 
In 
tb its denouncing him 
it is claimed 
th a t the lady called n sp ad e a spade, 
as is 
quite 
evident 
if the words 
cred ited to her iu tho d ocum ent filed 
a re true. 
« 
J u s t what caused tb e troublo 
be­ 
tw een Mrs Nevills 'a n d 
Mr Sanford 
is n o t known. 
She ow ns tbe 
Hotel 
V ictoria, aud be holds a five year 
lease ou the property. 
T his does not 
ex p ire until some tim e next April. 
O u the 30th of last November Mrs 
N evills 
brought 
s u it 
against her 
te n a n t, claiming 
8500 damages for 
loss of mattresses, silverw are, table 
Jiuen, etc, to which he replied with a 
cross-com plaint 
claim in g 
that she 
owed him the 8500 for m oney expend­ 
ed in the purchase ot new carpets aud 
having 
furniture 
p ain ted . 
Other 
com plaints were Hied, one citing that 
th e hotel 
was 
not 
oonducted 
in 
accordance with tho provisions ot the 
lease, iu tbat.the respectability clause 
bod beeu violated. 
D efen d a n t’s reply 
to th is was that tbe allegations were 
vaguo, d id n ’t coDHtitute, therefore, a 
cause of action, and he demanded 
m ore specific charges. 
All tbe parties to th e s u it are quite 
prom inent, Mr Sauford being well 
know n as a hotel man, 
while Capt. 
N evills, who it is alleg ed instigated 
h is wiife to make th e speech it is 
asserted she delivered in the hotel, is 
ow ner of tho once fam o u s Kawhide 
m in e in this county, also owning the 
A p p .—Union Democrat.

Congressman Englebright has in tro ­ 
duced a bill in congress to establish 
in tho departm ent ol the in te rio r a 
bureau ot mines; the object ot which 
are set forth as follows: 
First, the acquisition and diffusion 
among tho people of usottil 
in fo r­ 
mation 
concerning 
the 
m in e nnd 
quarry 
industries 
and 
th e 
more 
efficient and safer methods of e x t r a c t­ 
ing and using the mineral 
p roducts 
of tho U nited States, its T erritories, 
anil insular possessions, with a view 
to tho betterm ent ot these in d u stries, 
the Improvement of mine co n d itio n s, 
the prevention of accidents, lessen­ 
ing the waste of materials, 
th e im ­ 
provement ot milling 
and red u ctio n 
of ores, 
aud securing a wise con­ 
versation 
of the 
fuel 
and 
othor 
m ineral resources of the n ation. 
Second, the investigation of m a­ 
terials used iu construction, 
fuels, 
metals, and other mineral m aterials 
belonging to or for the use of tho 
goveranment of the United S tatos and 
how these can ire used most efficient­ 
ly- 
'Tiro bill provides for tho a p p o in t­ 
ment by tbe president of a d irec to r 
of tire bureau at a salary of SStlUOO per 
annum. 
The direetor is em powered 
to 
experts 
and 
regular 
em ployes 
necessary to carry out tbe purposes 
of the law. 
It also provides for tbe 
estahlishmont of a station 
fo r tho 
investigation of explosives aud m atters 
pertaining to rniue accidents, 
also 
laboratories for tbe conduct of such 
investigations. 
Tests 
ot 
m inerals 
may be conducted tree of charge not 
only to r the government, 
b u t for 
private 
corporations 
and 
private 
parties. 
it also 
provides fo r the 
publication of a report of th e opera­ 
tion of the 
department 
annually, 
setting forth the mineral operations, 
mine accidents, 
and all o th e r in ­ 
vestigations by the bureau. 


Violence at Melones» 


¡Sunday night, January 18tb, an o u t­ 
rageous assault was made by non- 
.English 
speaking 
aliens 
upon an 
Am erican citizeu, in Melones, 
tbe 
mining camp sevon miles .n o rth of 
Jam estow n, on the Htanislaus river. 
The circum stances as leiated to a 
Magnet reporter by a gentlem an from 
Calaveras county are as follows: 
.Recently, in obedieuae to orders 
issued by Angels Miners U uiod, the 
employees of tbe 
Melones 
M ining 
Com pany weut on a strike. 
We have 
heard 
su ch conflicting accounts of 
the reason why this strike was order­ 
ed .th at 
we 
aro not 
sure of the 
grounds. 
However, we believe the 
men w eut to and from work ou their 
own tim e, aud thoy struck to eutorce 
a dem and that one way should be ou 
tiie com pany time, not au u n reaso n ­ 
able dem and. 
In regard to tbe outrage th e facts 
are as follow s: 
Sunday night, about 
nine o ’clock, C. Hogan a m iner work­ 
ing for the Molones Company, was 
called to the door of his toom by a 
mob of fifteen men arnted w ith d u b s , 
guns an d rocks. 
Wbeu he opened tbe 
door he was struck on the head with 
a rock, 
dragged to the riv er aud 
beaten severely. 
His cries fo r help 
were h eard by a number of citizens 
who rushed to the rescue, arriv iu g iu 
time to save his life. 
Because of this assault a m eeting 
was held iu Melones Monday a t which 
a citizens protective association was 
formed. 
A ll the reputable citiz e n s of 
the cam p have become mombers, and 
peace au d order are to be m aintained 
iu M elones at auy cost, about a dozen 
citizens of tbe camp having 
been 
deputized by tbe sburiif of Calavoras 
county 
to 
preserve 
tbe 
p eace.—

MINING NOTES. 


Valparaiso.—This mine, situated in 
Murphy’s gulch, and adjoining th e 
Mammoth on the north, is being o p e r­ 
ated steadily, by E. A. Garibaldi and 
four paitnere. 
The outlook is very 
encouragiDg, and the owners are p r o ­ 
ceeding to p u t tb e property in shape 
to work to m uch better advantage 
than heretofore. 
Tbe value is p r i n ­ 
cipally found in small seams of black 
metai, carrying a heavy percentage in 
gold. 
This character of oie is n o t 
tree miiJing. I t has to be subject to a 
roasting process. 
A shaft from th e 
tunucl level is down 75 feet, and they 
are preparing to sink another shaft a t 
a distanoe of 75 teet from tho present 
oue. 
Bo far th ey have hoisted ro ck 
by the laborious windlass process,but 
they are now putting up a 
hurse- 
whirn, with w hich hoisting will h e re ­ 
after be done. 
This hoist is expected 
to he Hnished and started by th e 
end of this week. 
A mule will be th e 
motive power. 
The one stamp m ill, 
used for te stin g purposes at tbe A m a­ 
dor Gold m ine, has also been p u r ­ 
chased, aud will be used to crush che 
lower grade ot the ore after sifting 
out 
the 
black 
metal rock. 
T he 
owners are well pleased with the p ro s­ 
pects, as evidenced 
by these s u b ­ 
stantial add itio n s. 
They have m ade 
fairly good 
wages from tbe start. 
The exploration work has extended 
ou the south to within about 200 feet 
of the M ammoth ground, and it is b e­ 
lieved tbe rich ore seam will increase 
in value as it approaches tbis p r o ­ 
perty. 


1‘rem ont.—K epairiug tbe shaft is 
progressing a t a rapid gait. 
At the 
beginning of 
th is week they were 
down to the C00 level, and advancing 
at tbe rate of 15 feet per day. 
A t 
this rate, they will reach the 800 foot 
level about th e end of next week. 
That is the p o in t where the shaft is 
choked from th e debris of the tire, 
aud where several hundred feet of 
cave occurs, iu which the bodies of 
the eleven m in ers are believed to be 
entombed. 
T he stations that have 
been passed in the process of fixing 
tb • shaft w ill require considerable 
wont to place them in good shape, 
but all this has 
been left in th e 
anxiety to reach tho point where th e 
dead bodies can he recovered. 
A n y ­ 
way they are m aking better progress 
than was anticipated,aud probably th e 
damage to th e m ine has been over 
ruther than u u d e r estimated. 


Bunker iliil. — i b i s mine coutinues 
to pay out to its stockholders tb e 
regulur dividend of three cents per 
share, am ounting to 8(i(HJU per m onth. 
'The new h o istin g works which were 
started last sp rin g have been c o m ­ 
pleted, aud huve been running fur 
two weeks.

The ways of the graft prosecution 
are wonderful. Its blun- 


dering methods 
are coming to the surface almost daily. 
The 


crowning infamy was in giving immunity contracts 
to the 


gang of boodling 
supervisors, 
under 
the specious plea that 


they were less 
guilty for accepting 
bribes than were those 


who offered the bribes. 
This doctrine 
is repugnant to com- 


mon sense, and 
freighted 
with the debauchery of the public 


service. 
In plain words, it tells elected officers that they 


can safely take all they can get for their 
votes, without fear 


of being prosecuted 
for betraying 
the 
trust reposed in .them 


by the people, 
and without even 
running [the risk of being 


made to disgorge 
their ill-gotten wealth. Ifthe graft is un- 


detected, they willpass muster as faithful servants. 
Iftheir 


corrupt practices are brought to light, all they willhave to do 
willbe to give testimony against 
those who tendered them 


the corrupt money, and they willbe rewarded withan immu- 
nity bath. 
Strange, indeed, that such a shocking proposition 
—subversive ofall our ideas of good government —should be 
countenanced 
for a moment in official circles, or by any self- 


respecting newspaper. 
Itnot only encourages 
graft in pub- 


lic affairs, but at the same time tends to perjury, in the giv- 
ing of such testimony as willinsure the conviction of the so- 
called "higher-ups." 


But even this repugnant doctrine, proclaimed at the outset 


as the very acme of official righteousness, 
was never intended 


to be faithfully carried out by the graft prosecution of San 
Francisco. 
The boss tempter was to be let <jff, as well as the 


gang of boodling supervisors. 
Abe Ruef, who without doubt 


engineered 
the game ofboodle in San Francisco, 
was granted 


an immunity contract about the same time as the supervisors. 
The big corrupter, who reduced 
the business 
of graft 
to a 


science, and who made himself and his henchmen rich there- 
by, was marked for exemption from punishment, on condition 
that he would lend his aid in the effort to jail the still 
"higher-ups." 
This phase of the matter, which has just been 


brought to the surface, 
shows that 
the prosecution 
was not 


so solicitous of convicting the worst criminals, whose 
hands 


were steeped in the whole series of grafts, as itwas to reach 
some individuals who were, for some. reason or other, particu- 
larly objectionable to those behind the prosecutors. 
But Judge 


Dunne--to his credit be it said—refused 
to be a party to the 


immunity scheme. 
Moreover, 
Ruef's 
testimony, according 


to report, was not up to the standard of the prosecution, and 


so the contract with Ruef is to be cancelled, and the wily ex- 
boss is to be placed 
on trial for his many sins, embodied in 


over one hundred felony indictments. 
What a pretty jumble 


of legal ethics to set before a jury of twelve unbiased men to 
unravel.

side of the United States,

ter understood. 
Rich in resources 
as this nation is, itis 


doubtful ifthe United States (would have 
started the enter- 


prise had the 
present 
revised cost been given out in the first 


place. 
But having taken hold ofit,the government is bound 


to see itthrough. 
The idea of its abandonment 
cannot be 


entertained, 
even though the actual cost far exceeds the latest 


estimates. 
From a purely financial standpoint, the 
enter- 


prise is not likely to pay. 
Even two per 
cent would require 


an income of eight milliondollars per annum, over and above 
all operating expenses. 
This would call for receipts, estim- 


ating the running expenses 
at 
bedrock rates, of fully three- 


quarters of a milliondollars per 
month, or nearly $30,000 


per day. 
The schedule 
of toll willhave to be reasonable, 


otherwise the passage 
round the 
Horn will continue 
to be 


made by all except 
a few high-priced passenger 
steamers. 


However, apart from the monetary consideration, the interest 
of this nation demands this short waterway between 
the At- 


lantic and Pacific coasts. 
As a matter of national defense, it 


is likely to prove 
worth all the

trying 


to Identify each 
and thus determine 


the missing 
one. 
But in vain.

walked with bowed head.

ing characteristic. 


Ho recognised

Four en Flnlsterre, who kept all alone 
a station on an Isolated rock a couple 
of miles out from the shore, but so 
surf beaten 
that only once a month 


or so was a bout sent out to it with 
supplies. 


Just as is the ease withAmerican light- 


houses, 
the feathered armies that mi- 


grate at night beat against the walls 
aud balconies of the beacons withtheir 
wings and dash against 
the panes 
of 


the lantern, 
sometimes 
breaking 
the 


glass with their beaks. 
As their eyes 


shine In the glare they seem to express 
anger or bloodthirstlness 
to the men 


within. 


It is no wonder that weird fancies 


come to the men. 
They hear voices 


calling from the sea and sueNlrowned 
men and women looking up at them 
from the breakers. 
One of their hor- 


rors is of the birds that beat against 
the windows of the lantern at night, 
attracted by the glare. 


In winter time the lamps must 
be 


tended and the clockwork kept going 
for fourteen to fifteen hours. 
The iar> 


tern Is unheated 
except for the glow 


of the lamps up In its celling, and the 
government 
allows the 
watcher 
no 


chair lest he fall asleep. 


There are not Infrequent cases 
when 


the survivor has to sew up his dead 
comrade in a hammock and launch his 
weighted body from the rocks Into tho 
sea. 
Tben come long nights of lonely 


watching. 


Sickness 
and death are no strangers 


In the lighthouses. 
There is ninety- 


nine times out of a hundred no chance 
of medical aid, and the well'man pre- 
scribes 
from the medicine 
chest 
for 


the sick one as best he can.* He also 
Uoea double duty until his partner re- 
covers or relief comes. 


Tho old man' attacked his son 
and, 


finding he 
could subdue 
him in no 


other way, so that the lights on which 
so many lives depended might be kin- 
dled, strangled him to death. 
The next 


day he signaled 
to the shore for help 


and gave himself up to the police, tell- 
ing what lie had done. 
.. . 


On another 
occasion, 
whore father 


nnd son tended an isolated beacon to- 
gether, the young mini was seized with 
an attack of acute mania. 
When the 


time came to light up he planted him- 
self In front qt the stairway to tho lan- 
tern and refused to allow his father to 
asceud. 


Ills companion's 
story was that ho 


had committed suicide 
after a long 


period of melancholia. 
There was no

The ab ru s plant, which grows wild 
in C uba and parts of India, has a r e ­ 
putation in the tropics for se n sitiv e­ 
ness to 
weather changes. 
T h is a t ­ 
tracted th e attention of B aron No- 
wack, an Austrian naturalist, 
tnRiiy 
years ago, and he has continued since 
then to study tho curious p roperties 
of the plant. 
He now contends th at 
its behavior not only forecasts storm s 
und show s tire-damp in mines, 
but 
also gives reliable warnings o t tho 
approach 
ot 
earthquakes. 
I n 
his 
London garden, a change of c o lo r by 
the p la n t seems to come before a 
great 
earthquake, 
but the chnnge 
also seem s to follow the appearance 
of large spots on tho sun. 
If the 
abrus begins to obange color as tho 
spot comeH upon tho sun, the in fe r­ 
ence is believed to be justified th a t a 
fissure in the earth is about to resu lt. 
This suggested theory recognizes a 
connection between 
sun spots and 
earthquakes, and, in addition to the 
new problem , again raises a q u estion 
that has been much disputed. 


The now coast lighting service p r o ­ 
posed to th e Kiel Nautical S o ciety by 
C orvette Captain Arennold, a retired 
Germ an officer, is designed 
to make 
unnecessary the 
present expensive 
lighthouses. 
Naval 
searchlight s ig ­ 
nals, proiected at au angle of 45 d e ­ 
grees, are visible at a distance of 50 
nautical m iles; and he believes that 
a cone of light reflected p e rp e n d icu l­ 
arly u pw ard could be seen at least 80 
nautical m iles—much 
farther 
than 
the m ore powerful horizontal pencil 
of lig h t from a tower G5 to 100 leet 
high. 
T he different beacons co u id be 
made recognizable by different colors 
aud d ifferen t 
forms for th e light- 
sheaf.

in fifteen years of surgical practice 
Dr. Bell has had not a single success 
with cancer, 
but he claims 
to have 
found tho disease umonablo to th e r­ 
apeutic and dietetic measures, and to 
have ac tu a lly brought about com plete 
recovery by such treatm ent in many 
cases, 
H e considers it ab u n d a n tly 
proven th a t tho diseased cells can be 
reclaim ed aud made to resum e th e ir 
norm al functions by promoting health 
in the biood-stream. 


To d eterm in e when wire h o isting 
ropes have depreciated 
beyond the 
limits ot satety has been a difficulty 
of m in in g engineers, and to avoid 
risk—in the absence of exact te s ts — 
many ropes have been doubtless d is ­ 
carded while still iu fairly good c o n ­ 
dition. 
The strength of the ropes is 
now gauged by a novel use of electriu 
iuductiou. 
The ropes 
are passed 
through a coil of copper wire U nvers­ 
ed by an alternating eleotrio cu rro u t,

harmlessly.

ceptacles Rrn m ad e mnch safer by a 
covering of wire gauze, which pro - 
vents explosive com bustion in onso 
the nil is ignited. 
Tho balloon c u re tor tuberculosis 
has been recom m ended by Christian 
Beck to the Paris Academy of Medi­ 
cine. 
The p a tie n t would make daily 
ascents, and would secure tho health- 
giving advantages ot the altitude ot 
mountain rosotts, with perfect free­ 
dom of tho air iro n i bacteria and all 
mineral and vegetable particles. 
The 
patient could bo lifted above tho de­ 
pressing fogs so com m on iu the sum ­ 
mer mountain reso rts of Switzerland. 
The height of osOeut can be adjusted 
to individual needs, and it is believed 
that tho co n stan t change ot air in 
“ nerotlierupy” m u st have very favor­ 
able effect. 


The groat canal projected from the 
Danube at Vienna to the Adrintlo at 
T'riest—at a co st estim ated up 
to 
8300,1X10,000— w ould ltave 22 tunfiels 
ot a combined le n g th ot six miles. 
Largo canal tu u n e ls are too uncommon 
in Europe, however. 
A single tunnel 


on the Marne-Baone canal is nearly

After the tin 
Is gone Hie iron of the can follows the 
Same course that lias been pursued by 
the tin. 
It oxidizes and becomes tho 
familiar 
reddish 
brown 
substance 
known as iron rust. Tho metals have 
no wills of their own, no affinities, no 
understandings, and therefore no in­ 
tentions as to their present or future 
course. 
They do nothing of them ­ 
selves. 
Tint electrical forces do their 
work for them. These forces unite the 
atoms of the tnotals with those of the 
oxygen. 
Then the molecules of these 
oxides are carried away by th e atmos­ 
pheric electricity nnd disposed of ac­ 
cording to circumstances. 
If a small bottle or other piece of 
glass be placed on damp ground and 
an old woruout tin bucket is turned 
over it, the particles of iron oxide will 
be taken away by electric currents 
from the old bucket and will be de­ 
posited partly on the glass, the re­ 
mainder going into the air an d the 
earth. Deposits of iron and o th er met­ 
als are thus carried around by elec­ 
tricity In the atmosphere from place 
to place all over the earth. 
Chlorine 
by electric power picks up ato m s of 
gold and goes with them to th e ocean, 
where they are as much at hom e as 
salt. 
All metals can exist in a state 
of vapor; therefore they a re to be 
found not only in the atm osphere 
around this earth, but also iu the at­ 
mosphere around the sun 
au d 
the 
stars. 
If a ray of sunlight is bent out 
of its course, as it is by drops of w ater 
In the case of the rainbow, the fam iliar 
seven colors of red, orange, yellow, 
green, 
blue, 
indigo and violet 
are 
spread out side by side. 
W hen these 
spectra or streaks of light are scientif­ 
ically investigated about 500 d a rk lines 
are formed also among the colors, and 
these linos represent shadows cast by 
elemental substances In the 
atmos­ 
pheres of the earth and tho sun. 
Light 
made 
artificially 
and 
not 
passing 
through the atmosphere of th e earth 
and the sun does not have th ese dark 
lines. 
By means of the spectroscope, a grad­ 
ually Invented instrument now in use, 
b u t credited to several scientists, well 
k now n elements have been compelled 
to register their addresses In bands of 
light. 
Among the first to w rite them­ 
selves down were sodium, potassium, 
magnesium, calcium, chromium, nickel 
anil iron. 
And the same apparatus 
led to the discovery of new metals 
such as cesium, rubidium and thallium. 
All these are found to be iu th e sun’s 
atmosphere. 
By means of the spectro­ 
scope the one hundred millionth part 
of a grain of sodium in common salt 
becomes as discernible and unm istak­ 
able as the side of a house. T his won­ 
derful modem instrument has enabled 
scientists to find out what the peo­ 
ple who inhabit the planets in the 
so lar system of the dog star Sirius, for 
example, have to eat. for w ith o u t ni­ 
trogen they coulil have no beans or 
sp rin g peas, 'without sulphur no mus­ 
tard, horseradish and water cresses or 
a n y th in g of the kind, although th e peo­ 
ple would be confined to vegetable diet. 
T h ey would also be without light bis­ 
cuit for breakfast or any ferm ented 
liquors.—Baltimore American.

REPUBLUCAN CONVENTION. 


The republican state central committee has called the state 
convention to meet in Sacramento 011 the 14th of May to 
select delegates to the national convention which will meet 
in Chicago in June. 
Amador’s representation in the state 
convention will consist of four delegates, which is the sm all­ 
est number of delegates alloted to this county since away 
back. 
The apportionment is made on the basis of one dele­ 
gate every 200 votes, or majority fraction thereof, cast for 
Gillett for governor at the last general election. The vote 
for Gillett in this county was 889, whereas at the previous 
gubernatorial election George C. Pardee received 1376 votes, 
which entitled Am ador to six delegvtes on the same appor­ 
tionment. 
The apportionment of four delegates between five 
township is not so easily adjustable as the larger num ­ 
ber to which we have heretofore been accustomed. 
Certainly 
under the present allotment no township can expect more 
than one delegate, and two townships w ill have to be satisfied 
with one delegate between them. 
T h is, however, is not a 
serious matter, and is unavoidable under the circumstances. 
One important improvement is noticeable in 
the call. 
Due deference is paid to the rank and file; their wishes are 
to be considered. 
It is recommended that an expression of 
the choice of the voters for presidential candidate be made at 
the primary election to be held May 2d. 
T h is means that at 
the time that delegates are elected, each voter shall be given 
an opportunity to indicate his choice for president. 
We pre­ 
sume the candidate receiving the highest number of votes 
w ill be deemed the first choice of the county delegates. 
It 
is tantamount to instructions from a county convention to 
.support the particular candidate named, by voting for such 
delegates to the national convention as are favorable to his 
candidacy. 
The plan has never before been tried here, but 
we see 110 reason w hy it should not work well.

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A report is current on the street that a petition is being, 
or is about to be, circulated for signatures requesting the 
board of city trustees to call a special election for the pur­ 
pose of voting on the question of disiucorporation of the city 
of Jackson. 
It would be premature at this time to enter upon 
the discussion of the prosand cons óf this proposition. There 
w ill betime enough for that when the prelim inary work to the 
calling of the election has been accomplished, and the cam­ 
paign is fairly started. 
Jackson has been an incorporated 
city of the sixth class for a little over two years— just suffi­ 
cient time under the law to enable the issue of disincorpora- 
tion to be resubmitted to the voters. T h e presumption is that 
an experience of two years at m unicipal government by a 
sm all community lik e this is ample to enable the citizens to 
form a pretty accurate idea of the advantages or otherwise of 
self-government as applied to the conditions existing in their 
own particular locality. 
If abuses have been countenanced 
and wholesome laws disregarded from the outset, the conclu­ 
sion is irresistible 
that the condition of affairs will wax 
worse, rather than better, under the same management. 


It took a m ajority vote to incorporate the town; it requires 
a two-thirds vote to disincorporate. 
T h e vote in favor of in ­ 
corporation was by a slim majority. 
To disincorporate 
w ill require a serious defection from the ranks of the iucor- 
pcrators of two years back. 
However, it is claimed that the 
drift of sentiment is strongly in favor of a return to the 
old regime, and that a vote of two to one on that side of the 
issue is not deemed an insurmountable difficulty. 
In order 
to warrant a call for an election a petition to that end must 
be presented bearing the signatures of a majority of the 
electors. 
This does not mean a clear majority of all the 
voters residing w ithin the incorporated lim its. That of itself 
would be quite a task, and involve the difficult problem of 
finding out just how many qualified voters are within the 
city limits. 
But the law simply requires a majority petition 
according to the vote cast at the preceding city election. T h is 
brings the matter to a much easier proposition, and it is con­ 
fidently believed the requisite names can be obtained in a few 
days. 
t 
The petition is m erely for the purpose of resubmitting the 
question. 
W hile the signers thereto are not irrevocably 
committed to voting in favor of disiucorporation, it is only a 
natural inference that those who append their names thereto 
are on that side of the fence; that they are not enamoured of 
the experience already gained in m unicipal affairs, and want 
to put an end to the city government. 
O f course, even after 
the petition is secured, if some thereon, after a full ventila­ 
tion of the question, change their minds, they are at liberty, 
m orally, to vote accordingly.

The Maintenance 
of Earth Roads- 


From the IJ. H. Kmrean of Koads. 
We may recognize the value of hard 
and durable roads in all parts of the 
country, but s till th e faot remains 
that, for a long tim e to come the 
majority of th e roads will be com ­ 
posed of earth. 
Kutherm oie, In about, 
nine months o u t of the year, the 
earth road, if pioperly eared for, is 
reasonably satisfactory. 
For many 
agricultural d istric ts, It is the only 
road at present, available. 
Hence, 
these com m unities should set them ­ 
selves seriously to work to learn the 
best methods of m aintaining earth 
roads and of g ettin g the maximum 
service from them . 
Prosperity comes 
to the country to 
a great extent 
through tho pro sp erity of the farmers. 
This fact strongly suggests the im- 
poitnnco of giving t.he earth road 
every possible care and attention in 
its location, drainage, construction 
and maintenance. 
An earth rond composed ’¡¡of water 
holding soil sh o u ld he exposed to tho 
sun and air as freely as possible, as 
comparison between tho shaded and 
sunny portions of such a road will 
easily 
indicate. 
This 
should be 
accomplished by clearing a sufficient 
amount, 
of tree s and 
undergrowth 
away from th e road. 
It must be 
remembered, however, that sandy and 
grnvelly roads re q u ire moisture, and 
iu these cases som e shade should be 
retained. 
F uthoim ore, 
trees 
are 
beneficial along river banks and on 
steep grades su b je c t to washing. 
Draiungo is one nf the most im port­ 
ant points to co n sid er in connection 
with an earth road. 
The majority of 
earth roads in nil mountainous and 
hilly districts have too much d rain ­ 
age. 
Occasionally 
a rond will bo 
found with five ditches, three in the 
middle made hy th e horses’ hoofs and 
by wheels of th e vehicles, and two 
on the sides. 
All well-constructed 
earth roads are supposed to have no 
more than two ditches, one on each 
side of the traveled roadway. 
Keep 
the water out of th e middle of the 
road by giving it a crown or eleva­ 
tion íd the cen ter of 1% inches above 
the top of th e inner slope of the 
ditch for a 20-foot road, and where 
the hills are a little steep make the 
crown 10 inches. 
With a crown of 
anout 1 inch 
to the foot from the 
center to the sides, the ditches which 
are often bu ilt across 
the road 
on 
steep gindes to deflect the water will 
not be needed. 
Instead of carrying 
water across th e to ad in open ditubes, 
tile or concrete d rain s should, If poss­ 
ible, he provided. 
They should have 
sufficient capacity and fall to carry 
the maxium am o u n t of water that is 
expected to flow through them at any 
one time. 
The capacity is increased 
in proportion to th e fall or grade; 
for instance, 12-inch pipe laid on a 
one per cent g rad e will carry 1,800 
gallons per m in u te, while the same 
pipe laid on a 2 p er cent grade will 
oarry 
2,500 
g allo n s 
per 
minute. 
Furthermore, a culvert laid flat will 
soon till up, w hile one having a good 
incline will keep itself clear. 
In the 
maintenance of an earth road, avoid 
the mistake of changing the natural 
order of things. 
N aturally the soil 
is found on to p arid the clay on the 
bottom. 
If this order is reversed in 
constructing a road, the result will 
be less satisfactory than if the soil be 
left at the top of the road, for soil 
makes a bettor surface to a road thau 
clay. 
If the roadbed is largely clay 
to start with, it will be well to place 
sandy soil 
or cleau sand on top. 
A covering of G to 11) inches of sand 
upon clay that persists in breaking 
up into deep m udholes will usually 
he satisfactory, and if sand enough 
be added, this clay 
will cease to 
make mud. 
It th e roadbed is com ­ 
posed of sand it can be improved by 
an application of clay. 
The rule for a 
serviceable eaitb 
road, 
then, 
is as follows: 
Make 
ditches on each side, keep them open, 
haul sand and gravel upon sections 
needing this tre a tm e n t; use a road 
machine and a s p lit log drag ju d ic i­ 
ously (a lull d escrip tio n of which 
will he contained iu a later article); 
follow the “ stilcb iu tim e” rule and 
give un earth ro ad tho same 
caretul 
persistent a tten tio n you would give 
your prize acre, factory or store, and 
it will pay as larg e a prolit iu pro­ 
portion to your individual outlay.
